TAX RATES POINTED 


OUT TO CITIZENS OF 


CITIES AND COUNTY 


County Folks Will Pay 
Higher Rate For 
Present Year 


HIGHER RATE IN 
EFFECT IN ALBANY 


Payments Have Reen 
Slow To Date, 
Say Officials 


A doleful note is being sounded to­ 
day to citizen* of Albany and Decatur 
and Morgan county as the time for 
city, county and state taxes becomes 
limited, becoming delinquen,, on the 
first of the year. 
Books are now 
open at the offices in the Morgan 
county court house, at the city ball, 
Decatur, and at Albany. 
Discussing tax rates today it was 
stated that the county and state rates 
for Albany and Decatur amount to 
$2.00 per $100 valuation on personal 
property and real estate. The rate in 
the coimty amounts to $2.10 as the 
remainder of the counthy, other than 
the cities of Albany and Decatur, re­ 
cently voted an additional school tax 
by an overwhelming vote. 
City rates differ somewhat, with 
the City of Albany rate going this 
year to a rate of $1.10 and the city 
of Decatur remaining at $.80 per $100 
valuation of property, personal and 
real. Payment of taxes up until this 
time has been slow, with only a few 
people taking advantage of the ef­ 
ficient service which the various of­ 
fices are able to render at this time. 
Explaining the reason for the raise 
in the tax rate of the city of Al­ 
bany, Henry Hartung, city clerk, to­ 
day declared that the city would not 
have to raise its tax- rates if the 
property valuations were given cor­ 
rectly. He explained that an amend­ 
ment to the constitution of the state 
of Alabama passed on November 7, 
1922, was now in effect for the first 
time, raising the tax rate for the 
municipality to an additional .30 cents 
per $100 valuation. 
The following 
amendment was voted on November 
7, 1922: 
The following municipal corpora­ 
tions: 
Jasper, Cordova, Dora, Ox­ 
ford, Talladega, Citronelle, Girard, 
Albany and Tuscaloosa through their 
sespective constituted governing au­ 
thorities may levy and collect a rate 
of taxation on the property situated 
therein, not exceeding in the total of 
any one year, one per centum of the

During the past year reports show that perhaps sixty- 
three persons lost their lives in this nation in aero mis- 
haps.Monday, twenty-one lives were snuffed out in the 
South alone.

If any ou^ 
of the public knew what to demand 
he could becrmje~Tt theatrical mana-t 
ger and make a fortune. It would 
mean that he knew the public taste. 
“The public does not know what tc 
demand any more than I do. I have 
had a good deal of experience, but 
when an author asks what kind of 
a play I want, I have to confess that 
I do no$ know.
